Applicant's Declaration proves that the amount of alkaline salt used in 
decomposing a thermosetting resin is not obvious in view of the compound formed 
which comprises an acid residue derived from the polyester and a residue derived from 
the crosslinking moiety. Prior art discloses the use of subcritical water and alkaline salt 
to decompose resins; however the alkaline salt is used as a catalyst to break down the 
resin into its monomer constituents and is used in much lesser quantities. No prior art 
discloses or fairly suggests using the much higher amounts of alkaline salts claimed by 
the Applicant to recover a compound comprising an acid residue derived from the 
polyester and a residue derived from the crosslinking moiety.
